(1) Documents 1-5 do not describe the chemicals for paper-making, the process for production 
Itliereof, and paper containing the same described in claims 1-8, 10 and 11 of this application. 

As a result, the inventions of claims 1-8, 10 and 1 1 are novel. 

(2) Document 2 describes an additive for paper-making that contains a copolymer obtained by 
(polymerizing an acrylamide, an anionic vinyl monomer, and a cationic vinyl monomer and an N,N ! -bis 
(meth)acrylamide alkylene) urea, but it does not describe the use of the monomer represented by 
General Formula (1) of the claims in this application. In addition, this examination finds that persons 
skilled in the art cannot easily conceive of the use of a monomer represented by General Formula (1) 
from the descriptions in documents 1 and 3-5. In addition, this examination finds that the use of the 
monomer represented by General Formula (1) makes it possible to obtain a polymer with low viscosity 
and with excellent dispersion and flow properties, and none of the above documents suggest these 

ids of effects. 

As a result, the inventions of claims 1-8, 10 and 1 1 involve an inventive step. 
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
